Assiffiment  of  F^anctions  to  the  State  and  Gp'onty  ?ar 
Boards  and  to  the  Line  Agencies  of  the  Administration 
and  the  Department  in  the  Field 

The  primary  f sanctions  of  the  State  and  County  o7"ar  Boards  shall 
he  to  coordinate  and  facilitate  concerted  action  among  the 
various  agencies;  to  provide  a  meeting  ground  for  the  discussion 
of  prohlems  of  interest  to  all  agencies;  to  promote  good  working 
relationships  a^nong  the  agen.cies;  to  collect  and  transmit  to  the 
T7ar  Jood  Administrator  such  inforraation  as  may  he  requested;  to 
head  up  and  carry  through  designated  pro^rajns  of  a  patriotic  nature, 
such  as  hond  drives,  salvage  and  scrap  oro grams,  and  no-ninations 
for  counties  ar^d  farm  fanilies  to  receive  agricultural  "A"  a',7ards; 
to  keep  the  Administrator  and  Secretary/  informed  regarding  public 
reaction  to  their  programs;  to  malse  recoiii-iendations  to  the  Adminis- 
trator and  Secretary  concerning  the  establishment,  modification, 
or  termination  of  existing  programs;  and  to  administer  or  perform 
such  programs  or  f-anctions  which  are  of  such  a  nature  as  not  to 
come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  a  particular  line  agency. 

Trom  time  to  time  numerous  assignments  have  been  made  to  State 
and  County  I7ar  Boards.     Some  of  the  programs  so  assigned  involve 
activities  which  are  either  an  actual  part  of  or  are  incidental  to 
the  reg-olar  programs  of  ps.rticular  line  agencies.     Other  such  assign- 
ments, although  they  cannot  be  regarded  as  a  part  of  the  regular 
programs  of  particular  agencies,  are  closely  allied  therewith. 
Accordingly,  the  following  reassignment  of  functions  heretofore 
given  to  TTar  Boards  are  hereby  made:

All  agencies  will  cooperate  fully  with  and  give  all  possible  assistance 
to  those  agencies  to  which  specific  functions  have  been  assigned. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  War  Food  Adninis tia tion  to  utilize  the  personnel 
ajid  facilities  of  existing  agencies  at  the  local  level  insofar  as  may 
be  practicable.    This  is  desirable  in  order  to  avoid  the  creation  of 
additional  organizations,  in  order  to  utilize  to  the  maximum  the  experi- 
ence of  existing  organizations,  and  to  provide  for  the  most  economical 
administration  of  each  function  for  whidi  the  Administration  is  respon- 
sible.   Therefore,  no  agency  which  does  not  now  have  local  personnel 
shall  make  any  such  appointments  without  the  specific  approval  of  the 
Administrator.
